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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restriction 

1. Upon initial review of the claims it appears that claims 1-29 differ in subject matter and 
therefore require a different search. In accordance with this a restriction is deemed proper. 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

Group I. Claims 1-12 and 26-29, drawn to graphical representations of systems 
elements being used to display variable information relating to operating state or acquired 
parameter values, classified in Class 715, subclass 771. 

Group II. Claims 13-25, drawn to an arrangement of symbolic graphical selection 
indicia such as icons and buttons, classified in Class 715, subclass 840. 

3. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions Groups I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in 

a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, while invention I has separate utility such as a GUI 
enabling a user to configure a plurality of graphics pipelines by graphically specifying 
parameters for a plurality of pipe rectangles, invention II are directed to a GUI, wherein icons 
and button arrays are employed to enable a user to define jitter values. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification and divergent subject matter, 
and because the searches for the individual Groups are not coextensive, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. Applicant is advised that the response to this requirement to be complete must include an
